Composed of 50% wool, 50% 
acrylic mix, it has excellent stitch definition 
making it suitable for texture and colour 
work projects alike. There are a range 
of patterns in leaflet and booklet form 
including garment and accessory designs 
for men, women and children.

Seen is aquatic-inspired. “I was particularly 
inspired by a book called Underwater Eden 
which my friend Annie of Yummy Nice 
Baking showed to me. It features amazing 
underwater photography and 1 wanted to 
emulate the textures I saw with materials 
such as wool and velvet. When I launched the 

made the most fantastic anemone-like cakes.” 

Sea and Be Seen features clothing with 
equally exciting names - how about the pale 
green ‘sucker’ jumper for her, or for him, the 
‘kelp’ cardigan with chunky cabling? A large 
proportion of garments in the collection were 
hand knitted by a team of talented knitters 
around the UK, many of whom Lu has 
fostered a continuing relationship with. 

“I like the contact and the fact my garments 
are not mass produced. I enjoy working with 
individuals; it’s nice to know there are people 
around with these skills. I’ve also worked with 
quilters who have really enjoyed the process of 

she says. 



In addition to working ethically with 
individuals, Lu was also keen to work with a 
yarn producer with a real sense of provenance 
and for that, there was only one company she 
had in mind. And that was Jamieson & Smith, 
the established Shetland Wool brokers based in 
Lerwick. In fact, if you hop over to Jamieson 
& Smith’s blog, you’ll find the names of those 
who knitted each piece, not to mention the 
weight and shade of each yarn used. 

The relationship between Lu Flux and 
Jamieson & Smith is mutually beneficial as 
Sarah Laurenson ofjamieson & Smith reveals: 
“We loved working with Lu for a few reasons, 
apart from the fact that she’s just lovely! I 
think the reason we work well together has 
a shared way of thinking at its roots: both 
companies have a dedication to quality British 
products and things that are exceptionally well 
made. For that reason we share customers, 
for example people in the UK who share our 

Lu adds, “I appreciate Jamieson & Smith’s 
traditional values and feel this is an extension 
of my brand. Out of 800 crofters in the 
Shetland Isles, some 700 work with Jamieson 
& Smith. It really is such a fine quality of 
wool and I would recommend anyone to go 

If you haven’t been to the Shetlands, Lu 
paints a pretty beautiful picture of it: “a floor 
to ceiling wool shop and the fantastic sense 
of community. It feels different to anywhere 
else I’ve ever been and there is so much nature 
everywhere you look.” Lu recounts spotting 
seals and puffins during her recent trip. 

As a child, Lu harboured an ambition to 
become a vet (her love of animals continues 
to this day with her dog Burt present during 
our interview) but always had an interest in

knit by her mother “with small plastic needles 
and some green acrylic yarn. Muni used to 

doing other creative things with her.” 

In fact, it was her mother who helped her 
with her first collection while studying at 
Edinburgh College of Art, “I’d go home for 
weeks at a time and we would just sic there 
together, busy knitting.” Itis^ shame, she 
says, that she doesn’t have as much time to knit 
for herself anymore, though she is currently 
knitting a cotton bath mat for her new home 
when she has a spare minute or two. 

After university, Lu completed a placement 
as design assistant to Bernhard Willhelm in 
Paris, something she was able to undertake 
using the profits from a graduate prize 
awarded on completion of her degree. “I was 
invited out to Paris after I sent a little fanzine 
of my final collection to Bernhard’s studio. 

It was a small team and Bernhard was very 
close to his designs. His clothes have that art 
versus fashion element which really appeals 
to me,” Lu explains. During this period, Lu 
was able to see firsthand how a creative label 
operated and what she could expect from 
working for herself Consequently, she came 
back to the UK and started working on her 
own collection. 

A firm believer that ‘fashion should be fun’, 
Lu only designs clothes she would wear herself 
and when inspiration takes hold she admits, 
“you have to be able to know when to stop.” 
Rather than being influenced by what other 
designers are doing, historical and natural 



references hold more importance to Lu. 

“I research a new collection extensively 
looking through books and then pull it all 
together, taking time to think about the 
techniques I want to use, which could be 
anything from knitting to crochet. I often 
jyork with other creative people; for example, 
my friend Neil created a toile de jouy style 
illustration of me knitting, my boyfriend doing 
some sculpture and other friends featured 
too. This was then made into a fabric and 
incorporated into garments for my Spring/ 
Summer 2011 line.” 

A keen recycler, Lu also works with textile 
recycling companies who, knowing what 
she likes, are able to handpick items for her. 
Dotted around her studio are hand knitted 
blankets, crocheted quilts and bolts of fabric, 
much of which would have probably ended 
up in landfill but are now destined for 
a stylish reincarnation. 

The eco credentials don’t stop there with 
Lu opting for cardboard hangers; a much 
better alternative to the plastic ones we have 
come to expect from so-called ‘luxury’ labels. 
Exhibiting under the British Fashion Council’s 
Estethica initiative for two years, she was 
awarded an Innovation award for her constant 
commitment to sustainable fashion. 

What is next for Lu Flux one can only 
imagine, but as her name suggests, she is always 
on the move; as ideas flow, changes occur and 
this can only be a good thing.

Keeping the pattern correct whilst shaping the Peacock Tails lace 



Pattern page: 63 

Decreasing for each of fhe front necks begins 
on the opening edges once a set number of fuli 
pattern repeats have been compieted. On the 
finished garment these edges wili be clearly visible 
as they sit alongside the cabled bands rather than 
being covered by them, it's therefore important 
to keep the pattern correct whilst you shape and 



ensure that the seam joining the bands to the 
garment front is neat and flat. 

Once you've decreased a stitch at the neck edge 
it's not always obvious what you should do next to 
'keep the pattern correct' especially if the number 
of stitches changes throughout the pattern, 
which is the case for this unusual stitch. 




1 . Using a scrap of yarn to mark the stitch 
repeat nearest the neck edge will help you 
keep track of the number of stitches you 
should have both for shaping and to keep 
the pattern correct. Decrease the first by 
working 'ssk' at the beginning of row 1 . 

You should have 1 st on the right needle. 



2. In a full pattern repeat there would 
normally be 18 sts at the ehd of row 1, 
but with one stitch already decreased we 
should now have 17 sts. The two yarn overs 
(either side of the centre] replace stitches 
decreased by the k2tog/ssk. In order to 
keep the lace pattern correct, make sure 
that all yarn overs are balanced out by 
corresponding decreases. In this case it 
means working an extra ssk immediately 
after the neck edge decrease on row 1 . 

This will keep the stitch count for that repeat 
correct at 17 sts. 



3. Keep working like this until the required 
number of sts have been decreased for the 
neck. The shaping will create a gentle slope 
in the side of the pattern until the required 
number of stitches has been decreased.

This beautiful and delicate design is much 
simpler than it may first appear thanks tc Its clever 
construction and the thoughtful placement of 
short row shaping, The left and right sides are 
basic rectangles that start and finish at the neck 
band and the use of short rows create extra fabric. 



ensuring a more flattering fit when the shrug is 
worn. Raglan shaping is used at the top of the short 
sleeves and the ribbon fastening completes this 
ultra feminine look. 

The short rows are worked over the 6 row lace 
pattern whilst continuing to knit in your set pattern.

If you are unsure how to work Kitchener 
Stffch for grafting the two pieces together 
you can find a number of very clear video 
demonstrations on www.YouTube.com - just 
put Kitchener Stitch in the search. 

PATTERN NOTES 

When placing beads pull more tightly than 
normal when knitting the stitch immediately 
after the bead to ensure the bead remains 
on the front of the work. 

Beads should be threaded onto yarn 
before casting on. In order that you have 
enough beads for the first pattern repeat, 
thread on 42(49:56:63] to work the floats 
at the cuff and then a further 22(26:30:34] 
beads. Once you run out of beads break 
off yarn and re-thread with more beads as 
required. Take care not to thread on too 
many beads as you may run out of yarn 
before all beads are knitted In. 

When working beaded pattern from chart, 
beads should not be placed within 5 sts of 
left side edge. 

SHRUG (MAKE TWO) 

Before casting on, thread 64(75:86:97] beads 
onto yarn (see Pattern Note above) then 
using 3.75mm needle and long tail method 
cast on 79(91:103:115] sts and work as foils: 
Beaded float foundation row (WS): Kl, pi, 
k2 *p4, yo, pi, bfl7, pi, pass last 3 sts back 
to LH needle then p3tog, yo, p4, kl, 
rep from * to last 3 sts, kl, pi, kl.

TO FINISH OFF 

Sew in all ends then graft the 2 pieces 
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together using Kitchener st, Carefully 
block and press the shrug to finished 
measurements and allow to cool 
thoroughly. Whilst it cools measure 40cm 
(15.75in) up from the cast on edge and 
place a marker in the left side edge. Rep 



for ofher end. Unpin then make 8 button 
loops in the edge of the shrug taking care 
that they are evenly spaced between the 
marker and the cast off edge. Sew buttons 
in place on right edge of fhe shrug fo 
match position of button loops. •

Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with 
cotton, wool with wool, etc, 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams 
first, then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing by 
sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from 
wrong side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 




1 Choose d modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, 
you're onto a winner! 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the 
length of yarn in each ball as well as the weight. So if the pattern 
uses 10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need up to 
1,300 metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your new yarn 
and divide the total yarn length by the length in one ball to get 
the number of balls you need to make the item, 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if 
the original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight 
would be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many balls 
of new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of balls by 
the weight per ball. That should roughly match the 500g total 
that you had for the old yarn. It's just another way to check that 
you are on the right track. 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you 
just want to use up yarn in your stash.
